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Dye Cartel 


Several great chemical and dye 
corporations have been indicted 
by the government’s Department 
of Justice for conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade and conspiracy to 
monopolize affecting both inter- 
state and foreign commerce in 
dyestuffs, The indictment charged 
that defendants and certain pre- 
decessors and affiliates entered into 
an unlawful combination with one 
another and with members of the 
European dyestuffs cartel and 
other foreign concerns to limit 
dyestuff imports from and exports 
to the United States; to fix quotas 
on dyestuff sales in certain for- 
eign markets; to establish and 
maintain uniform and arbitrary 
prices for dyestuffs sold in the 
United States and in other mar- 
kets of the world; to prevent 
other companies from manufac- 
turing and selling dyestuffs in the 
United States and to refrain from 
manufacturing certain dyestuffs, 
and to restrict the manufacture of 
certain dyestuffs in the United 
States. 

Among the corporations so 
charged were the well-known Al- 
lied Chemical & Dye Corporation, 
E. I, du Pont de Nemours & Com- 
pany, American Cyanamid Com- 
pany and General Dyestuff Cor- 
poration, Among the officials who 
were fined $5,000 each were Guy 
W. Talbert, General Manager of 
the National Aniline & Chemical 
Division of Allied Chemical & Dye 
Corporation and Lamont du Pont, 
Chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of E, I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Company, 

It was charged that the parties 
together controlled more than 90 
per cent of the dyestuffs business 
in the United States and in other 
important markets of the world. 
The foreign concerns named as 
parties to the combination include 
I. G. Farbenindustrie, the German 
chemical and dye trust; Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Ltd., of Great 
Britain; the French chemical and 
dye trust, Establissements Kuhl- 
mann; and the Mitsui enterprises 
of Japan. 

The surrender of Germany and 
Japan brought I. G. Farbenindus- 
trie and the Mitsui interests under 
allied control. Trial of the case was 
postponed for the duration of the

war on request of the Secretary 
of War, based on representation 
by certain defendants that the de- 
fense of the case would interfere 
with their production of war ma- 
terials. After the termination of 
hostilities, the request for post- 
ponement was withdrawn, and the 
case was set for trial; whereupon 
the defendants named above de- 
cided not to contest. 

These are some of the men who 
talk loudly about protecting capi- 
talism and free enterprise, but 
who privately do all they can to 
destroy free enterprise and to in- 
crease their own monopolistic con- 
trol over our economic system, 
Through the National Manufac- 
turers Association, which such cor- 
porations control, millions of dol- 
lars are being spent to block 
progress toward the genuine eco- 
nomic democracy that a Christian 
philosophy of life should evolve. 
As a result of monopolistic prac- 
tices, policies of wage depression, 
and anti-labor agitation, America 
will be forced by economic frustra- 
tion into some socialistic corrective 
measures that no one really wants. 

The Department of Justice has 
managed to keep its anti-trust 
activities going in spite of intense 
opposition within the government 
itself, inspired by big business 
pressure, Unfortunately word of 
much of the Department of Jus- 
tice’s activities along these lines is 
suppressed in the usual news chan- 
nels so that the public does not 
realize the long-range importance 
of the efforts of this department 
of its government. 


Utilities Controversy 


The American investment world 
has turned a corner, With the Su- 
preme Court’s ending of public 
utility “holding companies”—a po- 
lite name to cover utility stock 
manipulations in which the public 
usually is the victim—a new day 
of responsibility in public power 
has arrived. 

The decision of the high court 
ended the monopoly of Great 
North American Company which 
controlled power and light compa- 
nies, railroads, etc., in seventeen 
states. This action will clear the 
way for the next great phase of 
the power and light struggle in 
America and will be summarized 
as public ownership vs. private 
ownership of power resources. Big 
monopolies could fight the govern- 
ment, small corporations will be 
less able to withstand the trend 
toward public control and owner- 
ship of resources of power, light 
and heat. 

Taxation will be the keynote of 
the attack against public owner- 
ship. Private corporations will try 
to force the government to estab- 
lish tax rates against publicly 
owned utilities comparable to the 
taxes paid by private corporations.

the people didn’t. The tide of public disapproval stunned Congress 
and a moderate adaptation of OPA controls, removing some of its 
extreme regulations and many elements of unfairness, became the 
order of the day. There is tremendous hope for America’s future in 
this awakening of the people. 


HOM INFLATION HURTS. But few have known that many 

important executives and leading business institutions have been 
steadily in favor of government control of prices. Since the powerful 
monopoly groups which seek to destroy the government guards against 
inflation can exert the greatest pressure on the press and radio, you 
hear very little of the other side. 

For instance, New York’s Macy’s, biggest department store in the 
world, came out with huge ads defending the OPA and price control. 
They paid for the advertising space but their efforts were greeted 
with stony silence in the editorial and news columns. The great Inter- 
national Latex Corporation, managed by progressive younger busi- 
nessmen, also came out in defense of the OPA. The National Com- 
mittee for Economic Development, made up of and sponsored by many 
leading younger industrialists of the country, have urged that the OPA 
be continued until June, 1947, then gradually disbanded. But the old 
guard in Wall Street, which runs the Manufacturers Association tried 
its best to stop government control of prices, even if such action 
brought on the worst inflation in our history. 

The real story behind all of this is that the great industrial and 
financial monarchs do not fear inflation. An inflation that wipes out 
the savings of the average man and badly injures the moderately weal- 
thy does not really burt the extremely rich, for under such circum- 
stances the very rich can reinforce their position by buying out at 
fractional values their weaker and distressed competitors. 


Russa GOES UNDERGROUND. Russian activity in Iran has 

not ceased. The apparent acquiescence of the Soviet to the brist- 
ling opposition of the Americans and British does not mean that Russia 
has retreated. In fact, the western allies have been forced to soften 
their own stand somewhat by the spread of public recognition that 
the British oil domination of the Iran government was secured a few 
years ago much in the same manner as that through which Russia 
recently sought to secure its interests—by force of arms. Russian 
action has gone underground. In fact, as Russian military and diplo- 
matic aggression ends, you may be sure that Moscow’s skillful revolu- 
tionary agents are taking over the task of undermining British, 
American, French and Dutch empire domination all through the 
Middle East. 

The Dardanelles and other Mediterranean areas will be the next 
scene of diplomatic conflict of Russian and British controls. Britain 
controls the Dardanelles through London’s domination of Greece and 
Turkey. Like Greece, the Turkish government has long been a semi- 
independent structure, dictated to and predominantly influenced by 
British gold and guns. Russian agents are now working throughout 
Turkey to undermine British power, and the clash between Britain 
and Russia over this strategic area, which controls Russian access to 
the Mediterranean world, will probably not break into the open until 
Moscow feels that London’s influence has been sufficiently weakened. 

The main thing to keep in mind is that Russia’s apparent concilia- 
tory attitude which prevails in diplomatic circles at this writing is but 
a blind to cover intense underground action. Russia is anxious to 
maintain world peace and does want to see the United Nations peace 
plans succeed. There is abundant evidence to substantiate this. But 
Russia does not intend to let the absurdly weak French and Dutch 
empires, bolstered by a greatly weakened and unsteady British Empire, 
keep her from the position in world trade and world power to which 
she feels her strength and resources entitle her. 


GOMETHING MISSING. The fact is gradually dawning on the 

American people that the whole military government system of 
the victor nations has broken down all over the world. It will soon be 
a year since the war ended and the plain, stark fact that is being kept 
from the American people is that Europe is in worse shape now than

Here are a few intimate views 
from Quaker relief workers. These 
reports wil] help you to realize 
what this suffering is like when 
met face to face. 


From Germany 

“Since the number of calories 
available on rations are obviously 
insufficient, the question arises, 
what do people live on? . . . More 
and more parents are trying to 
send their children to the country 
as the food situation worsens. 
Many children have to go to school 
without any breakfast. As _ the 
smal] bread rations could not al- 
ways be distributed, many people 
have had to live on potatoes only, 
unti] the potato stocks are nearly 
exhausted. Some families live only 
on the one meal they get in the 
city kitchen... . 

“Early in the morning groups of 
children and grown-ups leave the 
town to swarm through the coun- 
try to ‘snatch’ food. It is a real 
cross-country competition, because 
every morning the farmers put 
baskets full of potatoes before 
their doors and each child is al- 
lowed to take one potato. In the 
evening the tired and hungry 
groups return to town with some 
potatoes for the next day. Some- 
times the children stay away for 
several days and lead a very ad- 
venturous life til] they return to 
town with filled rucksacks. The 
brethren and sisters of the hospi- 
tals and similar establishments do 
the same. But now the farmers 
are far less willing to give pota- 
toes. The stocks are diminishing 
and soon the people’s kitchen of 
the town will have to be closed. 
In this kitchen up to five thousand 
people have been fed daily—soup 
and three potatoes. 

“A special problem of welfare in 
all German cities today arises 
from the large number of children 
and young people who are home- 
less—who have no parents or do 
not know where their parents are 
--and who wander around haunt- 
ing bunkers and railway stations 
and iiving by begging, pilfering 
and black marketing. They are 
brought in by the police and so- 
cial workers every day to the 
homes and institutions that can 
accommodate them, but are diffi- 
cult to hold. I was amazed to hear 
that 12,000 of these wanderers— 
partly lost children from bombed 
homes but mostly refugees from 
the East—had been picked up in 
Hamburg alone in the six months 
May-October 1945. About ninety 
per cent of these were between the 
ages of fourteen and eighteen, but 
some were children as young as 
nine years.” 


From Poland 


“Sixty-five families totalling 
three hundred persons are now 
living where their village used to 
be. ... Fifteen of the families 
have no men at all. They live too 
far from all forests to be able to 
get the necessary wood to rebuild 
their houses, and except for a very 
few shacks made of thatched walls 
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Europe’s Hungry

and roofs the whole village is liv- 
ing underground in bunkers, which 
are built of sticks, stones and mud. 
It was not easy to stand there in 
my woolen underwear and socks, 
woolen uniform, heavy trench coat, 
boots and thick gloves, and talk 
to shivering, barefoot children.” 


From Hungary 


“In November last it was re- 
ported that seventy percent of all 
babies born in Budapest were still- 
born. The infant mortality rate for 
the country as a whole was last 
reported as forty-two per cent. A 
prospect of death by starvation or 
by malnutrition and allied diseases 
faces 60,000 children under three 
years of age, for ‘no drop of milk 
can be found and their mothers, 
under-fed themselves, cannot feed 
them.’ There are something like 
160,000 destitute orphans, and 
thousands of children roaming the 
streets, begging. 

“Last December the Hungarian 
Prime Minister predicted that by 
the end of January all food sup- 
plies would have run out, White 
flour had been unknown for a 
year; corn meal] stocks were about 
exhausted; even potatoes were 
seldom available and dried peas 
were the sole reliance. Milk sup- 
plies were insufficient even for ba- 
bies, and fats were unavailable. 
Normally Hungary has exported 
food, but its agriculture has suf- 
fered from the devastation of 
lands, lack of fertilizer, and the 
loss of animals and implements. 
Stocks from the previous year’s 
short crops were consumed by 
rival] armies.” 


Unified Defense 


Here are the principal facts be- 
hind the drive to merge all armed 
services under a single defense 
head. If the war had lasted one 
more year, such a change would 
have been forced upon us. Mili- 
tary traditions were all being 
smashed by new German inven- 
tions. 

Air transport is just beginning. 
All ground forces will in time be 
air borne. No one knows how far 
airplanes can be developed, The 
atom bomb-carrying B-29s flew 
3,000 miles round trip; the B-36 
can go twice as far; and planes 
that can fly 10,000 miles are in the 
immediate future. The use of guid- 
ed missiles also is just beginning, 
and our Army is now experiment- 
ing with rockets of the German 
V-2 type. These rockets are de- 
signed to hit targets 200 miles 
away, will reach altitudes of 100 
miles and will travel 3,500 miles 
an hour. 

The effect of atomic bombing 
on warships may result in the 
scrapping of present-day vessels. 
Rear Admiral Harold G. Bowen, 
Director of Naval Resear¢h, states 
that the future navy may be made 
up of atomic-powered submarines 
which will have practically unlim- 
ited range, be capable of remain- 
ing submerged for unlimited pe- 
riods and be equipped with tech- 
niques for launching rockets or 
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For centuries men have tried to plan for peace, but after each war 


they have refused to take those measures that alone can end war. Peace 
plans seem to be a design whereby each nation can keep all it has stolen 
in the past and add a little whenever possible,—all done in solemn tones of 
righteous pledges and resolutions. That may be putting it rather abruptly, 
but the machine gun bullet which killed that boy in your block was abrupt 
too. The voice of the church has tried to speak out in the past few 
months, but it has been a disturbing voice. So political leaders have 
thought it best to keep religion out of the peace plans. Da they think 
they will keep God out also?

under Nazi rule! No one is allowed to report it, but in many areas 
of Europe the common people are saying this openly. 

Blundering, political horse-trading, graft and plunder exist all 
the way from Normandy to Burma. The whole, brutal, insane business 
of war and its unavoidable aftermath of hatred and vengeance now 
stands for what it truly is—not a cure, but a curse; not a solution, 
but a crime. 

Hitler was a madman and so were his Nazi gangsters, but the 
Americans and the British, the victors of Nazism, are more hated in 
many places than the Nazis were! And to add irony to it all, ques- 
tionnaires reveal that a large percentage of American occupation 
troops, who fought the Nazis all the way from Africa to Berlin, are 
reporting that they like the German people better than any of the 
other people they have dealt with—including the British and the 
French! 

But here again there is great hope in the fact that all the ugly 
deception inherent in the whole war system is now being ruthlessly 
exposed to the eyes of our awakened world. We can expect a genera- 
tion of cynicism and disillusionment, but that, too, can lead to the 
discovery that man’s only hope is in divine truth and justice. 


Oe MORALS. Sex has gone rampant among American 

forces in Germany. You've even heard reverberations of it in the 
press. Chaplains are blaming the officers for openly consorting with 
German girls in all-night rendezvous. “When the brass makes a parade 
of it, what do we expect the boys to do?” is the constant complaint. 

Here is a snatch from a chaplain’s letter written from Germany: 
“The captains, majors and colonels make no effort to conceal their 
behavior. And it isn’t love. If it were just love making to waltz time 
and the walk led out into the shadows of the night, we might be able 
to cope with the situation. But it isn’t music, it isn’t dancing. They

The hard truth that the Ameri- 
can people have not been told and 
which is openly admitted in offi- 
cia] circles is that the German 
military leadership and inventive- 
ness was far superior to military 
tradition-bound United States or 
British systems.

The Mighty Escape 

The war crimes trials in Ger- 
many and Japan continue to be 
the most brazen farces of our day, 
although this fact is being careful- 
ly guarded from the American 
people. 

Just as Krupp, chief of the con- 
cern which helped greatly in 
bringing Hitler to power, was able 
(despite protests of America’s 
Justice Jackson) to escape trial 
at Nuremberg on the plea of ill- 
ness, so Kiyoshi Gogo, former 
president of the Japanese Mitsu- 
bishi heavy industries, wag re- 
leased from trial at Tokyo because 
of “lack of evidence.” Another 
Japanese released because of “lack 
of evidence” was Prince Morimasa 
Nashimoto, member of the Japan- 
ese royal family, Nashimoto and 
Gogo have powerful friends in 
London and Wall Street, but a 
military gangster who has no 
such friends is shot or hanged 
promptly. 

On the Italian side of the axis, 
King Victor Emmanuel, whom 
Mussolini found most cooperative, 
is now ‘iving in the greatest com- 
fort while London and possibly 
Washington considers putting his 
son or grandson on the vacant 
Italian throne, 


Labor News 
New Members for the CIO 

The two greatest organizing 
drives in the history of American 
labor are now being started. One 
is aimed at enrolling the civil serv- 
ice workers of the entire coun- 
try, the other is directed toward 
unionizing the Southern textile 
workers. Both campaigns are be- 
ing run under CIO banners. The 
expectation is to add over 3,000,- 
000 new members in the next few 
years. 

The CIO states that its sole im- 
mediate purpose in the South is to 
bring the benefits of union or- 
ganization to the unorganized in 
order that collective bargaining 
techniques may enable them to in- 
crease their wages, improve their 
working conditions and generally 
raise living standards throughout 
the community. 

The Southern political machines, 
almost entirely controlled by the 
ruling wealthy families of the 
South, are preparing for an all- 
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(continued) 
out fight against the union inva- 
sion. There will be many hard bat- 
tles fought in mil) centers during 
the coming months. 


The CIO and Russia 

The CIO, generally cdnsidered 
pro-Russian in contrast to the 
strong anti-Soviet policy of the 
AFL, has recently shown evidence 
that the same anti- vs. pro-Soviet 
split is developing within its own 
ranks, A large section of the CIO 
has come out against all power 
politics and imperialistic grabs, 
whether by Russia, Britain or 
America. This group charges that 
Russia is just as guilty as any in 
the perpetuation of these evil sys- 
tems, The left-wing division of the 
CIO continues to follow the line 
that Moscow is the chief champion 
of freedom for the masses and is 
only using such political measures 
as are required in defense against 
the surrounding capitalistic pow- 
ers. 


Free Service 


Japanese labor unions have de- 
veloped a new strike technique 
which may spread to other coun- 
tries in those trades suitable for 
this type of approach. The method 
is for the worker to stay on the 
job and give the public frte serv- 
ice!

War Guilt 


The recent smear campaigns 
against Pastor Martin Niemoeller 
on the part of America’s lunatic 
fringe of hate specialists has been 
thoroughly and finally repudiated 
by repeated news from Germany. 
By being elected president of the 
new Council of the Protestant 
Churches of Greater Hesse, Nie- 
moeller represents 1,000,000 of the 
more liberal] members of the Ger- 
man Evangelical Church. His task 
will be to outline policies on so- 
cial problems, seminary instruction 
and service reforms, One of his 
first actions was to rebuke Ger- 
mans for their tendency to evade 
the issue of guilt for the actions 
of the Nazis. According to reports 
by New York Times’ observers, 
Pastor Niemoeller tells his listen- 
ers that they must share the blame 
for the deaths of 35,000,000 to 40,- 
000,000 persons around the world. 

“Concentration camp victims 
point an accusing finger at those 
who escaped such suffering,” said 
the German religious leader. 
“These point at party members, 
these at the SS and at orders from 
above so that in the end all guilt 
is concentrated on Hitler and 
Himmler, who perished with their 
guilt.” 

Niemoeller applied this view- 
point to himself, saying that be- 
cause of his imprisonment in a 
concentration camp since 1938 he 
had for a time considered himself 
absolved of guilt. However, he now 
believes that he shares German

oan GAINING. Communistic strength in Germany is 

negligible. Although the Russians have tried to teach communism 
to German youth and have promoted it in all the usual ways, the 
Marxist ideas are not getting far. The communist party, even in 
Russian-dominated Germany, is noisy, but is a comparatively weak 
minority. Apparently the extreme revolutionary movement of Russia 
has no appeal for the Germans no matter how hungry and desperate 
they are. 

However, the American press and radio are very wrong when 
they deduce from these facts that capitalism is safe in Germany and 
Europe because of the failure of the Russians to sel] themselves and 
their way of life to the Europeans with whom they come in contact. 
It is all-out socialism that is gaining ground in most continental coun- 
tries, a sort of middle class socialism, but none the less it is real 
socialism in contrast to the extreme, revolutionary Marxist workers’ 
socialism of Russia. 


(cma IN ASIA. The deep chaos and famine of Europe is matched 

by the distress in Asia. Imperialism is on its last legs. In India 
the worst famine in history is threatening, yet the Empire officials in 
London are either too helpless or too stupid to do anything. Only in 
Japan is there a hopeful picture. MacArthur has carried on the estab- 
lishment of a Christian peace instead of a peace of revenge and hatred 
that was prescribed at Potsdam. But, believe it or not, in spite of the 
fact that Japan is the one hopeful spot in the whole post-war world 
picture, the powerful London empire group and its partners in Wall 
Street have carried on a continuous campaign to get MacArthur out! 
He is teaching the Japanese democracy, he is allowing a new system of 
sharing and economic justice to find its foundations. 

But let one strong democratic country get established in the Far 
East and all Asia will be affected. That will ruin white domination, 
destroy the unlimited supplies of cheap labor for oil fields, tin mines, 
rubber plantations owned by white overlords. So MacArthur must 
be removed. 

Russia also has demanded that MacArthur be dismissed for he has 
not let the communists in Tokyo run the show. Our papers and radio 


play up Russia’s efforts to oust MacArthur, but have suppressed word 


of similar efforts on the part of the British-Wall Street powers. At 
a press conference in Washington, Secretary of State Byrnes admitted 
that the London-New York pressure was much greater than the Rus- 
sian pressure—but even then nothing was reported. 


LUxusy LINES GET PREFERENCE. The press and radio are 

full of denunciations of labor for its disregard of the public 
welfare in strike action. Yet it is an accepted fact that thousands of 
infants, children, workers and veterans can’t get badly needed clothing 
—suits, shirts, warm underwear—because textile manufacturers are 
diverting their production to more profitable luxury goods. 

Blaming the OPA for this is a still greater double cross of the 
public interest. True, the OPA has kept profits down on commodity 
goods and has created many unfair, irregular situations in textiles. 
However, if the OPA was removed entirely, the profits in luxury 
goods are so much greater that the textile production authorities admit 
the production of needed consumer goods would still be greatly re- 
stricted by the strong pull to luxury items in the retail and whole- 
sale fields.

war guilt for not having taken 
more vigorous action against the 
Nazis between 1933 and 1938. If 
the 14,000 German pastors and 
their followers had united to defy 
the Nazis, they might have saved 
35,000,000 lives even though they 
might have lost their own, de- 
clared Niemoeller. 


Religion and the Home 


A booklet recently issued by the 
Federal Council of Churches, “If 
I Marry a Roman Catholic,” 
quotes from the findings of the 
“Maryland Study,” recently con- 
ducted by the American Council 
of Education among 12,000 young 
People, 

“Those who come from mixed 
marriages,” said this study, “re- 
ported two and one-fourth as 
many broken homes as young peo- 
ple whose parents were both 
Protestants, and two and one-third 
as many as homes in which both 
parents were Roman Catholic.” 

Where both parents were Prot- 
estants, 6.8 per cent of the homes 
were broken. Where both parents 
were Roman Catholic, 6.4 per cent 
were broken, Of mixed marriages, 
on the other hand, 15.2 per cent 
were broken. 

The number of broken homes 
was even greater (16.7 per cent) 
where there wag No religious affili- 
ation. 


Church and Labor 


The organization called the Na- 
tional Religion and Labor Foun- 
dation has gathered a large mem- 
bership of important leaders in 
these related fields and is increas- 
ing its activities toward bringing 
a greater understanding of the 
common spiritua] objectives of en- 
lightened labor leadership and 
progressive religious leadership. 
That the churches and unions in 
policy and action must be more 
closely related in aims of service 
is one of the objectives. 


The Y’s Resolve 


The Y.M.C.A., in nationa] con- 
vention sessions, joined the Y.W. 
C.A. in a pledge to devote its 
facilities to the removal of racial 
prejudices in America. The Y.W. 
in its convention meetings had 
previously passed similar resolu- 
tions, 


Secrets 

A book just published, “Top Se- 
cret,” by Ralph Ingersoll, reveals 
that during the allied invasion of 
Europe the American and British 
high commands were continually 
feuding because the British secret- 
ly maneuvered the invasion so that 
the loss of manpower would fall 
chiefly on the Americans. (In this 
they succeeded. American losses 
were 70 per cent as against a Brit- 
ish 30 per cent of total casualties.) 
The book also says that Church- 
ill wrote angry letters to Roose- 
velt, just before the President’s 
death, concerning their clash of 
policies on a democratic vs, impe- 
rialistic peace.
